H does so by buying 
meat when market prices fall 
unacceptably low. but at 
present it has no clear means 
of determining from its head- 
quarters in Brussels precisely 
what it is paying for. 


It has dorre so by compress- 
ing all of the metliods used ir 
the 10 member states into a 
system of codes. A scale of 
numbers will denote the 
amount of fal OM a carcas<. 
The Ilettes EUROP will be 
used ta denote derrces af 
carcass qualiry and shape, Mr 
Harrington cxplained that E 
would stand for "“excellent’'” 
and P for "poor". 

More British cattle would 
fall inta the carcgory R4 than 
into any other. The decoding 
manual, issued in Brussels, 
explains that R stands for 
govd quality and muscle 
development.

The Israeli and Egyptian 
Governments have agreed to 
adopt a new’ approach to the 
deadlocked negotiations on 
Palestioian autonomy ' in an 
effort to reconcile differences 
arid to boost the momentum of 
the Çamp David peace process. 

After the uncertaintfes 
caused by the assassination of 
President Sadat. the two Gov’ 
ernments decided today tp 
schedule anı urgent new round 
of high-leye! talks in Cairo next 
week, This wil be designed z0 
by-pass many of the present 
difficulties by concentrating on 
securing the election of & 
Palestinian autonomy council 
for the occupied West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

By restricting discussions to 
the council, the Israelis and 
Egyptians appear to be deliber- 
ately avoiding many of the 
emotive issues which have held 
up talks in the past: these in- 
clude differences over the 
status of annexed East Jerusa- 
lem, the future of the Jewish 
settlements and water rights. 

Altrhoagh only broad details 

the new negotiatiung an- 
proach have been made public, 
diplomatic sources believe that 
phe two sides may now be iook- 
ing for a quick agreement in 
principle—with Israel being 
left to negotiate contentious de- 
tails witb the new autonomy 
body when it is elected. 

One questüon which still has 
to be answered is how local 
Palestinians will be persuaded 
to take part in the autonomy 
pracess, which has been roundly 
condemned by all the elected 
mayors in the West Bank. 

Oue clue may be a recent 
decision by Israel to readmit 
some prominent pro-Jordanian 
residents expellèd over the 14 
years that the territory has 
been under occupation. 

The new approach and the 
bringing forward of ministerial 
talks to next week came‘on the 
second day of a visit to Israel 
by Mr Kamal Hassan Ali, the 
Egyptian Foreign Minister. The

An international and 
confidential security confer- 
ence opens on Tuesday in 
Lisbon at which senior police 
officers and academics will 
debate yet again what form it . 
is now taking and what canı be 
done to counter it. 
The year 1980 was the year 
of hostages and sieges. As 
overnments took to standing 
rn . over  imdividual lives, 
refusing to barter, the kidnap- 
ping of diplomats was re- 
placed by shorter lasting, but 
ar more public and dramatic 
events. In 1970 there were 26 
kidnappings of diplomats, but 
only one embassy siege. Ten 
years later, 42 embassies or 
diplomatic remises were 
setzed and held to ransom. 
But 1980 was also the year 
that “transnational terror- 
ism” became fashionable, the 
vear that people stopped 
looking at individual terrorist 
groups ard turned instead to 
working out the links cor- 
nmecting them to ` other, 
foreign, groups, and asking: 
who is organizing all this? 
The search for an inter- 
nationally masterminded 
conspiracy reached a peak 
earlier this year in the United 
States when Alexander Haig, 
the Secretary of State, told a 
Congressional committee in 
March that the Soviet Union 
was “training literally thou- 
sands of Third World embryo 
terrorists”. His remarks were 
picked up and echoed both by 
the national security adviser, 
Richard Allen, and by Presi- 
dent Reagan.

Need for changes in education 


From 31r T. J. Lunt 

Sir, I have noted with concern the 
letter (October 14) from Dr 
Edward Parkes about engineering 
places in universities. 

Dr Parkes suggested that he 
was writing as ar engineer 
concerned about his profession 

uot in his capacity as 
chairman of the University Grants 
Committee, It does not seem to 
me that he can dissociate his ` 
pronouncements from his role as 
. chairman of thar committee. 
There is in fact 3 confusion 
arising from the committee's 
recent proposals which I should 
have thought it was part of Dr 
Parkes’ duty to resolve. 

I feel that in making reference 
to the fact that the University 
Grants Committee has proposed 
ar increase in the number 
engineering places, he has led 
to distrguish between different 
facets of engineering a5 a Univer- 
sity subject, 

Universities can be divided into 
two general classes in respect of 
engineering, namcly those which 
tcach engineering science and 
those which atfer “applied” 
engineering courses, many of 
whıch are on a four-year “sand- 
wich" basis characterisüc of the 
socalled technological univer- 
sities and having an industrial 
content. The University Grants 
Committee proposals clearly 
favour the former. 

Dr Parkes offers reassurance to 
young people, their parents and 
teachers about the total number 
of engineering places available, 
but it should be made absolutely 
clear that ergineering science 
places have been increased in 
number at the expeosc of applied 
engineering places. 

It seems appropriate to point 
out that the Finnişton Committee 
of Inquiry into the enginecring, 
profession strangly commended 
the development of engineering 
courses “with enhanced industrial 
relevance"” rather than an exten- 
sion of science based enginĞering 
courses.
